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The paper filed June 13, 2005 by a third party is being treated as a protest under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.291(a). 

Because the protest was filed after publication of the application (on October 23, 2003) it is 
untimely and it is not being entered in the application file. The original protest is enclosed with this 
letter and the duplicate copy submitted by the protestor is being discarded . (MPEP § 1901.06) 

The paper which was mistakenly scanned into IFW has now been closed. However, the Office can 
not guarantee that the paper has not already been copied. 

If appropriate, Applicant may wish to consider submitting material from the protest pursuant to 37 
C.F.R. §1.97 and 37 C.F.R. §1.56 during the prosecution of the application. 
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
